The cause of the Trial Lake dike 
burst Saturday, which inundated parts 
of the Wasatch-Cache National For- 
est, was wet weather and high water, 


but other dikes in the forest appear 
solid, officials said. 


“Basically, we feel at this point that 
the cause of the break was the satura- 
tion of the dike,” said Dan Symmes, 
recreation supervisor for the forest. 
“All the water we've gotten in the past 
few years has kept the water in the 
lake up and kept that area of the dike 
wet. It just built up enough to break 
through.” 


A 50-foot section of the dike on the 
lake's east side gave way about 2 a.m. 
Saturday, releasing a 6-foot wall of 
water that washed out two sections of 
the Trial Lake road and two/sections 
of U-150. The flash flood also stranded 
dozens of campers. 


“We didn't get the last of them out 
until about 2:30 Sunday afternoon,” 
Symmessaid. “We still had about 25 to 
30 people stranded up there, but fortu- 
nately no one was hurt.” 


Officials from the Forest Service 
and the state engineer”s office sur- 
veyed the scene Sunday, but they 
didn't get much cooperation from the 
weather. The investigators were 
forced back when thunderstorms 
made it impossible for helicopters to 
fly in the area. 


“The people that did get up there 
had a chance to look over the area,” 
Symmes said. “We wanted to make 
sure other lakes are safe and are not 
going to do something similar. The re- 
ports are that everything is in good 
shape. There don't appear to be any 
other danger areas.”

U-150 just above the Soapstone 
junction, about 12 miles east of Ka- 
mas, has been closed to repair dam- 
age from the flooding. “There are log 
jams on the bridge just above the 
Soapstone junction,” Symmes said. “It 
doesn't look too bad, but the water is 
undercutting the road, and it just isn't 
safe.” 


There are still no firm estimates of 
the cost of the disaster, Symmes said, 
although the cleanup cost will proba- 
bly run into the hundreds of thousands 
of dollars. 


“We really haven't gotten into the 
: cost of repairs yet. We should have a 
` better idea early this week.” 


Despite the disaster, much of the 
forest is still open to campers. 


“There are still areas that are quite 
usable,” Symmes said. “We have a 
number of people in the Beaver Lake 
area — including some who were 
siranücq in other areas when the dike
